Vegetable Soups <Jr Puree*. 


Soup is not necessarily made from 


meat stock. Vegetable soojis or purees 
are made by boiling potatoes, beans, 
peas or other vegetables until soft, 
mashing tlirongh a sieve and then heat- 
ing with, a little liquid (water, milk, 
soup stock or whatever seems desir- 
able) and flavoring. Using leftover 
vegetables for such purees is an eco- 
nomical practice. 
Milk soups, which 


are really milk thickened and flavored 
with some vegetable, flsh or other food, 
to give flavor and perhaps thickened 
still more with a little floor or stale 
breadcrumbs, are both nutritious and 
appetizing. They furnish also an ex 
cellent means of using up sfclmmilk 
Those who -wl*b to brln? down tbe cos' 
of food should remember that skim 
milk, a cup of which contains as much 
protein as a cup of whole milk, is far 
too valuable a food, to be overlooked.

When the Oneonta roundhouse was 


built, it was considered the largest one 
in the country. With the increase ir 
railroad trackage, that distinction has 
passed, but still with its stalls for ac- 
commodating 5^ engines, it ranks high. 
In each 24 hours, 100 locomotives run 
in and out of the building, switching 
from yard track to yard track, or on- 
to the main line. Engines all the way 
from "dinkie" number 7, used in the 
shops, to giant 1601, which can haul 
140 loaded cars, are run onto the turn- 
table to be whirled to some other 
track. 


Authorization had; been granted this 


year to rebuild 10 stalls, but at the 
last moment the number was cut to- 
seven.

Dr. Clarke, a famous traveler o* 


about a centnr.r ago, tells of the fol 
lowing remarkable case, which 
toed at the Greek Island of Cos: A 
young man desperately In lore with a 
girl of Stanchlo eagerly sought to mar 
ry her, but his proposals were rejected 
In consequence of his disappointmen 
he bought some poison and destroyec 
himself. The Turkish police Instantlj 
arrested the father of the young wo- 
man a« tbe cause, by Implication, o 
the man's death. Under the fifth spe- 
cies of homicide he became, therefore 
amenable for this act of suicide. 


When the case came before the mag 


istrate it was urged literally by the 
accusers that "if he (the accused) hac 
not had a daughter the deceased would 
not have fallen In lore; consequently 
he would not have been disappointed 
consequently he would not hare swal- 
lowed poison; consequently he woulc 
not have died. But he (the accused) 
had a daughter, and the deceased had 
fallen in love, and had been disap- 
pointed, and had swallowed poison, 
and btu died." 


Upon ail these accounts be was call 


ed upon to pay tho price of the young 
man's life, and this, being fised at the 
sum of 80 plasters, was accordingly 
exacted. 


Another Instance "was related to Dr 


Clarke, which occurred at the Island o: 
Samoa, as a characteristic feature of 
Turkish Justice—that is to say. a so 
phisticat application, of a principle rig- 
Idly fouudcd upon this fifth species of 
"homicide by Implication." The Capu- 
dnn Pasha reasoned with the people of 
Samoa -on the propriety of their paying 
for a Turkish frigate which was wreck- 
ed apc-n tieir territory and the crew 
lost "because the accident would not 
tiave happened unless their island had 
been In the way."—Case and Comment.
